Planners reject new sign ordinance 4-3

The Planning Commission, last 
night, 
reje cte d 
co ntroversial 
proposals for revision of the city’s 
sign ordinance, by a split 4-3 vote. 


The end came after more than an 
hour of debate, marked by sharp 
attacks on the commission by a 
largely hostile audience. 


Commissioner 
Robert 
Kramg, 
consistent foe of the sign proposals, 
moved to reject them and come up 


with some amendments to the city's 
present ordinance. He picked up a 
second from Commissioner William 
P a u lin , 
and

Kramg called for rejection of the 


sign proposals and for the following 
three 
points: 
The 
inclusion 
of 
painted wall signs in the square 


footage of allowable sign space; the 
inclusion of a maintenance clause; 
the routing of all roof signs through 


the 
com m issions 
architectural 
board of review 


The amendment by Flegge passed 
by a vote of 5-2, with Copeland and 
Mrs. Pritchard voting “ no” and the 
others “ yes.” It would base the 
square footage of allowable sign on 


the linear front 
footage of 
the 
commercial 
outlet. 


The proposed sign amendments 
would have limited the height of 
freestanding 
signs 
to 
15 
feet; 
outlawed 
roof 
signs 
entirely; 
reduced 
the 
amount 
of 
square 
footage allowable for each outlet; 
and amortized non-conforming signs 
over a period of years depending on 
the dollar value.

Nixon to visit 
Canada in April 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon will visit Canada April 
13-15. the White House announced 
today. 


In 
an 
announcement, 
issued 
simultaneously 
by 
the Canadian 
government in Ottawa, the White 
House said the visit would give 
Nixon and Prim e Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau an opportunity “ to 
discuss current international issues 
and m atters of bilaterial interest to 
the United States and Canada.” 
Gerald L. Warren, deputy White 
House press secretary, said Mrs. 
Nixon 
would 
accom pany 
the 
President on the two - day trip, 
described as an official visit. 
The Nixons are expected to go to 
Ottawa, but Warren was unable to 
say whether he would visit any other 
Canadian cities. 


Nixon met in Washington with 
Trudeau last Dec. 6-7 to discuss 
Nixon’s subsequent trip to China. 


The two leaders also met in June, 
1969, at ceremonies marking the 
10th anniversary of construction of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway.

At some places in Miami, up to 50 
voters were waiting in line when the 
polls opened. 

Edmund S. Mukie of Maine, 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minnesota, 
Henry M. Jackson of Washington 
and Geroge S. McGovern of South

Wallace, who would gain attention 
and bargaining power at the Miami 
Beach convention in July if he won a 
bloc of delegates here, disavowed 
any intention “ at this tim e” of 
pulling out of the Democratic Party 
and making the presidential race on 
a third party ticket. “ The people can 
change 
the 
direction 
of 
the 
D em ocrats Party and I can win the 
nomination,” he said in a television 
interview. 


Around St. Petersburg, some poll 
workers said today's turnout was 
“ the best we’ve had in years.” But 
in Leon county—the area around the 
state capital 
of Tallahassee—an 
election official said the turnout was 
“ just above average.” It was light, 
too, in the Republican county of 
Sarasota on the Gulf Coast. 


In all, a turnout of 2 million voters 
was generally forecast in a state 
where 2.1 million Democrats and 
773,000 Republicans were eligible to 
participate.

“ We have long contended it is 
impossible to receive a fair trial in 
Santa Clara County.

“ As I look at this jury I see that it 
does reflect the composition of this 


county— there are no black people 
on it. 


“ I can say that we’ve reached the 
conclusion that the men and women 
on this jury will do their best, and it 


is our opinion that a delay will not 
affect the composition of this jury. ” 


She paused for a moment, and 
said: 


“ I'm happy to say that we will 
accept this jury." 


official in months, has proclaimed 
Egypt ready for war against Israel. 
Sidky. in a speech at a public rally 
in Aswan, said Monday “ The time 
has come to realize our hope of 
liberating the land and regaining our 
rights after nearly five years of 
preparing for that objective 
“ What was taken by force can 
only be regained by force,” he said, 
“ and the Egyptian armed forces are 
capable now of realizing what is 
required of them Therefore, the day 
on which they will move to liberate 
the land is drawing nearer. 


The prime m inister’s statement 
was the strongest made by a high- 
ranking Egyptian official so far this 
year President Anwar Sadat had set 
1971 as the “ year of decision” on 
whether there would be war or 
peace in the Middle East, but since 
the deadline passed with a tenuous 
cease-fire still in effect with Israel, 
he has moderated his statements, 
particularly in the past month 


Egypt 
also 
has 
not 
become 
involved 
in 
the 
Israeli 
reprisal 
attacks on Arab guerrilla bases in 
southern Lebanon, including a four- 
day strike against a number of 
villages. The Arab commandos have 
been hitting at targets in Israel from 
their bases in Lebanon and Israel 
has been using the attacks as an 
attempt to convince the Lebanese 
government to take action to oust 
the guerrillas 
Sidky said that Egypt now was 
capable of retaliating against Israeli 
raids deep into Egyptian territory 
“ We know that when the battle 
begins the enemy will not hesitate to 
attack our rear lines,” he said. 
“ Therefore, 
we had 
to prepare 
ourselves to absorb the blows and 
shoulder the losses that we may be 
able to achieve victory 
“ But if the enemy attacks us in 


depth,” the prime minister said, 
“ we too are capable ot launching 
deep-penetration raids

Compulsory health care program proposed by Senate leader 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —A sweeping, compulsory health 
care program for 20 million Californians was proposed to­ 
day by Senate Democratic leader George Moscone, who 
said present systems were “ chaotic. " 
Moscone said his plan, which carries a $7.5 billion price 
tag. would pay for 95 per cent of the health bills of every 
resident of the state. He described it as “ virtually total 
health protection 
"Health care services in California are in disarray, and 
chaotic conditions exist everywhere. ' the San Francisco 
Democrat said 
Moscone's “ Consumers Health Protection Act. 
to be 
primarily financed by workers and their employers, goes 
far beyond a $300 million catastrophic health insurance 


program recently proposed by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
Under Moscone’s legislation, a nine-member State 
Health Commission, appointed by the governor and 
confirmed by the Senate, would be created to administer 
the program 
“ Total participation by 20 million Californians will 
spread the financial risk o! illness, including catastrophic 
illness." Moscone said 
Those who are ill or accident 
victims will be cared for properly—and without financial 
stress." 
He said the pogram is “ no radical socialized medicine 
proposal" and would be open to all residents of the state, 
including Medi-Cal recipients, indigents and employed mi­ 
grant farm workers. Employes of the federal government 


could participate by voluntarily paying the premiums.

every 
Californian 
would 
benefit 
from 
expanded 
coverage, 
including 
many 
services often 
excluded, such as dental work, eye glasses.annual checkups 
and fully paid hospital plans," Moscone said 
The program would be financed through a graduate 
system of payroll withholding based on the employe's 
income, but paid by both employe and employer 
For example, a person earning $5.000 a year would pay 96 
cents a week into the program, while his employer would 
contribute $2.88 a week 
For the $10,000-a-year wage 
earner, the sum would be $2 88 a week and that of his 
employer $8.65 a week. 
In a breakdown of the $7.5 billion cost. Moscone said the 


figure includes $2.9 billion currently spent for health care in 
the state; $1 05 billion to be paid by workers; $3 15 billion to 
be paid by employers and $400 million from the self- 
employed. 


His plan would channel current government spending for 
health care, along with employe and employer costs into a 
single “ Health Trust Fund 
He said the fund would 
“ provide the resources to assure fair and equitable 
payments to health care providers who practice with 
integrity." 


“ Our aim." he said, “ is to assure one high quality stan­ 
dard of health care for all The minority of health providers 
who abuse the existing system will be controlled " 


Nixon to reveal bus 
decision next week 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—President Nixon has settled on 
the course of action he will propose to handle the busing 
issue, and will reveal his decision before the middle of next 
week. 
The White House gave no hint on the substance of Nixon s 
plan, except to say that aides have yet to translate the 
President’s broad concepts into specific proposals 
Nixon has been deciding whether to support a constitu­ 
tional amendment against forced busing or to deal with the 
problem through legislation Previous reports indicated it 
was unlikely he would choose the amendment approach 
A spokesman said Nixon would make hus decision known 
within 10 days, but would do so in a written message to 
Congress rather than in a broadcast statement. The White 
House had said previously that Nixon wanted to make his 
choice on the forced busing issue before today’s Florida 
primary—but to withhold announcing his decision until 
after that election so that voters passing on busing issues on 
the ballot there would not be influenced. 
Ronald Ziegler, the President’s news secretary, said 
Nixon was not looking for an election year issue in the 
busing problem but rather “ he is looking for action to deal 
with a problem 
action now " 
On Capitol Hill a House judiciary subcommittee was in 
its third week of hearings on various constitutional amend­ 
ment proposals to deal with busing Monday's session saw 
testimony from four Michigan lawmakers who said they 
represented 73 members of the 110-member Michigan 
House in their plea for an antibusing amendment.

(AFDC)

begin being purged from the 
welfare rolls Wednesday 
The “ urgency" bill, which 
takes effect immediately 
upon Reagan's signature, 
was voted final legislative 
approval by the Senate 30-3 
Monday after a floor debate 
in 
which 
Democrats 
assailed the governor 
“ The 
emergency 
itself 
was created entirely by this 
administration," contended 
Sen Anthony C. Beilenson, 
D-Beverly 
Hills, nominal 
author of the state’s new 
welfare reform act. 
Reagan's bill, actually a 
carbon copy of one provision 
of the welfare reform law. 
w ill retain on AFDC 18-, 19- 
and 
20-year-old 
“ young 
adults" who attend school 
regularly, 
make 
passing 
grades and progress. 
Most of the 29.000 are 
students but it is not known 
by 
state Social 
Welfare 
Director Robert B Carleson 
how many will continue to 
qualify for aid because of 
their academic status and 
how many will be cut. 
The governor insists the 
new "age of majority” law. 
which reduced the legal age 
of adulthood from 21 to 18, 
had the effect of removing 
all 
18-20 year-olds from 
AFDC because they were 
actually adults. 
State officials estimated 
earlier that if they were 
bumped off welfare, the 
taxpayers would save about 
$30 million. 
Carleson

Truce ends, two killed

Allan Hancock College has initiated a new computer 
training program aimed at assisting unemployed aerospace 
workers and others with technical backgrounds to retain 
into fields offering greater employment possibilities, it was 
announced by Ray Mills, dean of vocational education. 
The program represents a special effort on the part of the 
community college to bring the resources of the college to 
bear on a specific local problem such as unemployment. 


“ We have many highly skilled and well educated people 
in our area who possess broad backgrounds in many career 
areas but who lack training in specific areas which could 
qualify them for employment.’’ Mills explained. “ The 
program being offered at Hancock 
is tailored for 
individuals who can use their current knowledge and build 
upon the new dimension of computer technology. F’revious 
programs could not meet this need because they were tied 
to second generation computers, software and curriculum. 
This program is structured around third generation 
computer equipment which can meet the present and future 
requirements of business, industry and government” 


The heart of the new Hancock program is an IBM 1130 
computer which is similar to the latest equipment available 
for commercial purposes. The computer is being rented 
from IBM under its educational assistance program for a 
cost of $23.608 annually. The training program is funded by 
a state grant in the amount of $58,967 
.According to Mills, the grant covers the cost of the 
program for one year and at the conclusion of the first year 
it will be evaluated to determine whether it should be 
continued, modified or discontinued. 


“ We anticipate that the experience of the program during 
the initial year will prove that it has considerable potential 
We expect that the district will continue to provide 
specialized in-service programs and curriculum. However, 
that decision will have to await the evaluation." Mills said. 
Director-instructor for the new program is William T. 
Foreman, Jr. He has 14 years of experience in computer 
programming with major industries including Hughes. 
Bendix. G.E.. Collins and the Southern California Rapid 
Transit District

She acknow­ 
ledged the bulldozing of groves of lemon 
trees in Goleta Valley for more tract 
housing as being a “ sticky question, but 
felt agricultural areas could be exempt 
Grant, who resides in tree-shaded Hope 
Ranch Park, then asked if such an 
ordinance would handicap him in getting 
rid of diseased trees on his own property 
The answer was no

interest in the proposal and said he

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing was about as dead as it could be last week 
The fish appear to have almost vanished from the scene 
altogether. We were at Port San Luis Marina over the 
weekend to hear a tale of woe and sorrow! 
In two days, 20 boats were launched and cam e in with 
three fish. 
Those who went out salmon fishing proceeded to the 
Pecho Rock area and loaded up on good eating bottom fish. 
Further south in the Santa Barbara and Carpintería area, 
a few skif fs were connecting with kings and silvers, but not 
really good fishing. Party boats from this area quit hunting 
salmon and went to bottom fishing with much better luck. 
So far no silvers have been taken in the Avila area and 
are not expected until the end of April 
Surf fishing has been good with large barred perch 
moving into the shallow w ater Guadalupe Beach has been 
good, also Jalam a Beach fair to good until the wind gets up 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
We have no report this week on conditions at San Antonio 
Lake, but seems as tho things have been on the quiet side, 
with a few bass being taken. 
Nacimiento Lake has a more cheerful report from 
Marina manager Art Price, who says that crappie fishing is 
at an all time high, with lunkers up to three pounds being 
caught. One string weighed in at 60 pounds, with a better 
than 2-pound average. Drifting a feather jig in 8 to 10 feet of 
water seemed the best way to locate the schools. 
Largemouth bass anglers doing well with a 2-pound 
average fish, lunkers beginning to show up. and bass fishing 
should be tops with w arm er water coming on 
White bass are breaking the surface, chasing schools of 
thread fin shad, and will hit almost any type of small shiny 
spinner. 
Catfishing good at night, but quiet in the daytime. 
Shallow coves are producing some fish, but the large ones 
are still hiding out in deep water. 
As usual Marguarita Lake is quietly plodding along with a 
few dedicated anglers who are reaping results of staying 
with this very beautiful and attractive lake, and learning 
how to fish it. Some nice crappie and bass strings are being 
taken, with the later up to 5 pounds. 
Lopez Lake was due for a planting last week The water is 
cold, and should be good for some time Trout fishing from 
the bank is fair to good Bass fishing on the quiet side, 
water is a bit too cold, however with w arm er weather this 
should be a terrific warm water fishery. Only sad point is 
the innumerable redear and blue gill that are beginning to 
show 
Cachuma still has Some good bass and trout fishing, but a 
release from Region 4 of the DFG reports a sad story: this 
lake has had its last planting of the season, and in Ventura 
County, Casitas Lake has also closed down on stocking. 
In the back country of Santa Barbara County, Davy 
Brow n and Manzana Creeks were slated for stocking, being 
warm enough a short time ago But the water is too low 
Further south many stream s are already through being 
stocked The DFG may not stock water with trout when the 
tem peratures are below 46 or above 70 degrees 


The creeks in Ventura County are still scheduled for a 
planting. 
Within the next week, 
anglers on 
some Southern 
California waters will begin catching a kind of trout that 
has not been seen for more than 20 years. A tptal of 150,000 
eastern brook trout from the San Joaquin Hatchery are to 
be planted in the southland Nearest planting to this area so 
far is set for Piru Lake 


The state catfish record was again broken last week when 
an angler fishing near Martinez Lake caught a 43-pound 
fish, using a live carp minnow as bait The former record 
was a 41-pounder taken last in the same area of the 
Colorado River. Apparently this fish was a flathead catfish, 
which were introduced into the area in 1962 The cats are 
fast growing, prefer live bait, and are giving some good 
trophy fishing in the lower Colorado and Imperial Valley. 


CABAZON WARNING 
A release from the DFG may be of interest to visiting 
anglers. The roe of the cabezón is extremely poisonous, and 
will cause severe illness if eaten The flesh ot the cabezón is 
among the best eating of all ocean fish The DFG also 
advises neophyte anglers not to judge the cabezon’s 
edibility by the color of its raw flesh, which often has a blue 
green tinge. Like the flesh of the ling cod, which may vary 
from whitish to turquois. The flesh of the cabezón whitens 
when cooked 


After the settlement with 
the NBA in 1969 and prior to 
his joining Phoenix. Hawkins 
didn’t construct an elaborate 
personal racial philosophy, 
but he became more sensi­ 
tive to the subtle racism that 
abounds in pro sports (“ When 
ABA commissioner George 
Mikan told me to cut my 
natural, I should have told 
him to go to hell."» and be­ 
gan to reappraise his past 
experiences (“ I know why 1 
wasn’t happy with the Globe­ 
trotters—I wasn’t actin’ like 
a man.” ). 
Hawk was no longer semi­ 
literate 
Although hardly a 
voluminous reader, he had 
shaken his fear of the printed 
word. He looked at the sports 
pages with a more critical 
eye, even noticing bylines 
and recognizing which writ­ 
ers covered pro basketball 
most competently. 
But now, Connie’s biggest 
problem was his knee. It had 
been operated on the season 
before. There were 
sharp 
pains in the knee 
“ There was a lot of pres­ 
sure on me,” he recalls, es­ 
pecially with my friends go­ 
ing around boastin’ and sayin 
how I was gonna burn up the 
NBA." His friends weren't 
alone. Testimonials poured 
in from NBA stars who had 
already seen Hawk play. 
Said Wilt C h a m b e rla in , 
Hawkins is one of the three 
best players I ever saw " 
Lew Alcindor went further: 
“ I never saw anybody bet­ 
ter." 
Hawk had to prove he be- 
l o n g e d . And he proved it. 
Connie might never be as 
great as before the knee in­ 
jury; his legend (actually the 
reality of his obscure past» 
might always e x c e e d his 
performance; 
but. 
by the 
end of his first NBA season, 
his greatness was without 
q u e s t i o n . He turned the 
Phoenix 
franchise 
around. 
The vear before, the last- 


place Suns w on just i6 games 
and drew only 132,923 paying 
customers. In Hawk’s first 
season they won 39, finished 
in a tie for third place in the 
Western Division, and almost 
upset the Lakers in the play­ 
offs. Attendance more than 
doubled. 
Connie averaged 24.6 points 
per g a m e ( s i x t h in the 
league». g r a b b e d 846 re­ 
bounds. and passed for 391 
assists. He drew more fouls, 
h a d m o r e a s s i s t s , a n d 
blocked more shots than any 
f o r w a r d in the NBA. He 
started for the West in the 
All-Star game, finished fifth 
when his fellow players voted 
for the league’s MVP, and 
was named to the NBA’s first 
All-Star team. 
He was a 
bona-fide s u p e r s t a r—the 
most visually exciting and 
entertaining player in the 
league which had kept him 
in exile. 
But it didn't happen over­ 
night. The season, in fact, 
was Hawk’s most c r u c i a l 
test as a player and as a 
man. 
Connie limped into Phoe­ 
nix. in September, to find 
himself the focal point of a 
tense and confused situation. 
General manager Jerry Col- 
angelo was in the s e c o n d 
year of his two-year contract 
and under heavy pressure to 
improve the team ’s perform­ 
ance and gate r e c e i p t s . 
Coach Kerr was an inept 
t a c t i c i a n and floundering 
leader. The players did not 
respect him There was po- 


tential dissension and racial 
uneasiness 
on 
the 
squad 
And the white scoring star, 
Gail Goodrich, 
wasn’t 
in­ 
clined to relinquish his role 
to Hawkins. 


Connie had b e e n widely 
advertised as the answer to 
the S u n s’ problems. But, 
during his first few months 
in the NBA, Hawk didn’t 
even have the answers to 
his own 


The raw edges might have 
been s m o o t h e d , had not 
Goodrich — through no fault 
of his own — typified the 
kind of white athlete many 
blacks (sometimes subcon­ 
sciously) tend to r e s e n t 
They sensed life had been 
easy for him. G a i l came 
from a middle-class home. 
His college heroics had guar­ 
anteed a large initial salary. 
He was a B e v e r l y Hills 
stockbroker in the off-sea­ 
son. His playing style had 
none of the flourishes which 
mark the ghetto game. His 
clothes were preppy. In the 
locker room, he seemed un­ 
comfortable a r o u n d the 
blacks. 
Though never 
un­ 
friendly, G a i l rarely con­ 
versed with them. When he 
did try to joke with Hawkins 
or Silas after a victory, his 
words appeared forced and 
stilted. 
“ Goodrich dribbled 
t o o 
much,” says Hawk. “Some- 
body’d get open, but Goody’d 
be so busy setting up his 
on e-o n -o n e 
m o v e s , 
he 
wouldn’t notice till it was too 
late. I think he was tryin’ 
too hard to compete with me 
—to be the star.” 
Even Connie’s opponents 
sympathized. “ It’s nothing 
new,” said Atlanta’s W a l t 
Hazzard, who played w i t h 
Gail at UCLA. “ He pulled 
that crap in college.” 
‘ Goodrich is a loser.” said 
one of the Celtics. “ He hurts 
you the way Jo Jo White 
hurts us. Thev’re talented, 
but they want their 20 points 
Iirst — t h e n they’ll see ii 
you’re open. It makes every­ 
body to go for himself.” 


In December, 
g e n e r a l 
manager Colangelo f i r e d 
C o a c h 
John 
Kerr, 
and 
named himself head coach. 
The Suns continued to play 
in streaks — good and bad— 
during 
the 
final 
t h r e e 
months of the season 
The 
emotional roller-coaster of 
internal disharmony s t i l l 
i umbled periodically through 
the locker r o o m . But the 
personal frictions, especially 
the racial tensions, were far 


less severe and divisive. 
For the first time in the 
history of the franchise, the 
Suns were w inning m o r e 
games than they lost 
C o lan g elo reconstructed 
the 
offense 
to 
accentuate 
Connie. 
The 
responsibility 
seemed to ignite Hawkins. 
Connie now felt more com­ 
fortable, less like an out­ 
sider, in NBA surroundings. 
“So 
many 
g u y s 
were 
friendly,” C o n n i e recalls. 
“ Like in Philly, Billy Cun­ 
ningham — a beautiful dude 
—would rap with me about 
when we were kids in Brook­ 
lyn. Earl Monroe and Nate 
fhurmond and Walt 
Haz­ 
zard invited me out on the 
road. After we played the 
Bucks, I’d get together with 
Kareem (Lew Alcindor’s Is­ 
lamic name)." 
One way Hawkins com­ 
bated the mental and physi­ 
cal fatigue was by raising 
his intake of pep pills. 
The g r e e n and orange, 
h e a r t-shaped, three-milli­ 
gram diet pills (Dexamyl 
and Dexedrine) are used by 
many NBA players. These 
relatively m i l d ampheta­ 
mines increase the p u l s e 
rate, making the athlete feel 
stronger 
and 
more 
alert. 
Sometimes they also provide 
a heightened sense of well­ 
being 
Unlike numerous football 
and baseball players, few in 
pro basketball rely on am ­ 
phetamines. Some find the 
pills make them hypertense 
and hurt t h e i r shooting 
touch. 
Nevertheless, 
espe­ 
cially 
on 
long 
road-trips. 
after h e a v y partying, or 
when an afternoon game fol­ 
lows a night contest. Gobies 
come in handy. 
That season. Connie asked 
one of the Celtics to explain 
his team ’s poor performance 
during a game in Los An­ 
geles. “Our G o b i e s were 
stolen.” 
he laughed. 
“We 
played in Frisco the night 
before, and s o m e hippies 
must have broken into the 
locker room. T h e y didn’t 
touch our money. All they 
took was pills—every Gobie 
we had. The next afternoon, 
it was cold turkey in LA ." 


BEFORE THE SEASON all 
was well 
between Hawkins and Suns’ roach Johnny 
Kerr. But Kerr was soon to get the axe.

This may be true in many cases but each spring, on our first jaunt into the 
countryside, the wild flowers covering the sunny slopes and shady spots 
under graceful oaks give me a tinge of the same excitement I felt at the age 
of 10. 
My mother, sister and I used to take off on a nice morning for certain 
spots where we knew there were particular varieties of wild flowers and 
spend many hours tramping about, picking, very carefully, bouquets of as 
many different flowers as we could find. Occasionally we would come upon 
a new one and then we would have to preserve it carefully until we could 
identify it in our wildflower book. 
Our tirst trip was always made to Pine Canyon which is now part of Vand- 
berg There the hills would be covered with the small, dainty, pale-blue 
Baby Blue Eyes, the tall pink-orchid Shooting Star California Poppies, 
which are everywhere in the spring, the purplish-blue Brodiaea, or Wild 
Onion, on its long slender stems, and the several varieties of Ceonothus or 
Wild Lilac, that are particularly common and beautiful in Santa Barbara 
countv. 
On trips to the Base and over San Marcos Pass during the months of 
April, May and June, the pale blue, bright blue, and deep blue ceonothus, 
each with different growing habits and type of foliage are a beautiful sight 
to behold Another shrub found very extensively in Santa Barbara county is 
the Bush Poppy, commonly called the Santa Barbara Poppy. It is a very 
handsome shrub covered with bright yellow poppy-like flowers. 
On Highway No. 1, over the mesa to Santa Maria, you can find numerous 
varieties of flowers growing in all kinds of strange places. Several of the 
most noticeable are the orchid-pink bushes of Prickly Phlox which grow 
along the side of the road adding bright splashes of color to the grease- 
wood, scrub oaks, ceonothus and manzanita, and the Orange Wallflower 
with its large round yellow heads looking much like mustard, nodding on 
long stems in the breeze. Other yellow flowers common to dry sandy places 
are the Golden Yarrow, Deerweed, and Fiddleneck or Tar Weed, which gets 
its common name from having the head of the flower shaped like the neck of 
a violin The Deerweed and the Black Sage, a shrub about four feet tall and 
typically sage in odor and flower shape are excellent bee plants. 


The famous Purple Sage, or more correctly, White Ball Sage, may be 
found on the hills near Jalam a Beach and through the San Julian and is also 
a good source of honey for the bees. Another flower very prolific on the 
mesa, and in fact in this entire area, is the Bush Monkey-fiower. A close 
relative of this shrub is the Swamp Monkey-fiower which grows in moist 
places and has a clear intense yellow flower growing on smooth, juicy 
stems instead of the woody stems of the bush variety. 


A close relative of these two is the California Bee-plant. This is a square­ 
stemmed plant growing from two to five feet high, having small flowers of a 
brownish red color and a quaint appearance. It doesn’t look like the 
common monkey-fiower, although it belongs to the same family. 


There are many inconspicuous wild flowers that grow in these dry places 
small yellow daisy-type flowers that all look more or less alike but on 
close examination prove to be different Tidy tips — a yellow daisy with

white spots on the outer edges of the petals, cover large areas and Cream- 
cups, a tiny flower that is exactly as its name described it. on a hairy stem 
about eight inches tall are among those most easily identifiable. 
The Wild Peony is a strang plant very common on the mesa. It blooms 
fairly early in the spring and has dark red blossoms ol a thick leathery 
nature and attractive leaves which resemble those of our domestic peony. 
The Indian Warrior is another odd plant which at first glance seems to be an 
Indian Paint Brush gone wrong. 
They do belong to the same Figwort family but the flower families often 
times embrace many different-looking plants The Warrior has purplish- 
green, jagged, coarse leaves which suddenly develop into a stem and flower 
head of the same color. The Paint Brush, on the other hand, is a brilliant red 
and indeed resembles a paint brush Two more plants which are found 
anyplace there is dry sandy soil is the Pearly and Rosy Everlasting. It 
resembles a weed until you get up close enough to see the small clusters of 
pearly white and rose straw-like flowers that form large heads on the leafy 
plant. 
As an illustration of the remark concerning flower families, the Paint 
Brush, Penstemon Monkeyflowers, Scarlet Bugler, a beautiful plant 
carrying bright red funnel-shaped flowers on a tall stem, Chinese Houses, 
the Bee Plant, Owl’s Clover, and Indian Warrior, to name the most 
common, all belong to the Figwort family - yet how different they are! 
The Owl’s Clover, with the Blue Lupine and California Poppy, a colorful 
combination of flowers, is the most common sight from the coastal plain to 
the San Joaquin Valley The Clover resembles a Paint-brush in plant shape 
but is purplsh-pink with lips of yellow scattered through the flower cluster. 
Another famous family is that of the Lily In this group you will find the 
Star Zygadene, a tall, handsome plant with stiff stems and white star-like 
blooms which grows in dry places among bushes and can be found on the 
mesa and near Cachuma; the Brodiaea. Golden Stars seen on the Santa 
Rosa road; the Tiger Lily, a tall exceedingly handsome plant carrying 
clusters of large orange flowers flecked with brown and found at Nojoqui 
Park, LaSalle Canyon, and on the Jalam a road; the Yucca, which is a large 
plant resembling the Century Plant only not as huge and producing tall 
spires covered with creamy white flower cups, growing profusely on the 
hillsides of Gaviota Pass and San Marcos; the Trillium and False Solomon's 
Seal, both found in shady spots in Miguelito Canyon; Lantern of the Fairies, 
a beautiful little flower, pearly white and slightly hairy, resembling bells, 
hanging from a slender stem and found prolifically near Nojoqui on the 
Alisal road; the Yellow and Purple Mariposa Lily, and the brown Mission 
Bells, which are bellshaped and a wierd and mysterious little plant, 
sometimes seen in a certain spot on the Alisal road 
The plants belonging to the Mint family are very numerous in our area — 
in fact, as mentioned previously, the Black Sage, White Sage and White Ball 
Sage practically cover the low hills surrounding our valley and immediate 
vicinity and provide the delicious honey that may be purchased in our local 
stores. This group of wildflowers grows everywhere and contains two odd 
but very striking species — the Humming-Bird .Sage and Thistle Sage 
Humming Bird Sage is a large, coarse and sticky but very decorative 
plant having a stout, bronz colored stem and crimson and purple flowers

which project from the crowded, bronze whorls arranged in tiers along the 
stem. This arrangement of whorls upon a stem and a very strong, 
distinctive sage odor is typical of almost every plant in the Mint family. It is 
true also of the Purple Thistle Sage which is very abundant on the sandy 
hillsides and along the road to Santa Maria just beyond the turnoff to the 
grade. I have never seen it grow anyplace else but here and since the new 
road has been built it is not as prolific as it formerly was. This plant is very 
sturdy yet the flowers appear almost ethereal with their delicate and 
unusual coloring. The thistle-like leaves are pale green and very wooly as 
are the stems and whorls, the flowers, sometimes almost an inch long and 
fringed on the edges, are delicate lilac with a touch of bright orange in the 
center, producing a very striking effect. 


The Hedge Nettle sounds more like a stingy weed and something to be 
avoided but it is actually a very pretty flower of a deep pink or magenta 
color with bright green velvety leaves which grows along the roadsides 
amongst the grass almost anyplace where there is a lot ot shade, such as the 
San Julian, Jalam a or Santa Rosa roads. This flower again grows in whorls 
but has another characteristic of the Mint family, that of having a square 
stem. This is also found on the White Ball Sage, Skullcap, Chia and Hyssop. 
Many of the Pea family also have square stems but of course do not have 
the sage odor. 


There are so many very common flowers that everyone knows and sees 
everywhere that it would be hard to mention them all. Johnny-Jump-Ups, 
the wild violet of the West; Nemophila. a relative of Baby Blue Eyes which 
tangles its sticky leaves and blue flowered vines and tendrils over fallen 
logs and other plants; Wild Gooseberry, a very interesting and pretty bush 
resembling a red fuschia; Wild Cucumber, Morning Glory, Wild Sweetpea, 
all the Lupine group including the Rattle-Weed or Loco-Weed, common near 
Surf, producing large clusters of inflated pods which gives the plant its 
name; Blue-Eved Grass, an inconspicuous plant unless growing in quantity; 
Purple and White Nightshade, said to be poisonous and their cousin the 
Potato Plant, all looking similar with their woody bushes and purplish blue, 
trumpet-like flowers and all the beautiful red and purple Thistles. 


The beach provides a setting for flowers of a different type — the Sea-Flg, 
used extensively in California to plant the dirt in cuts along the highways to 
prevent erosion and slides; the pink Sand Verbena and the curious and 
other-worldish Ice Plant. An unusual plant found only near the ocean is the 
queer, yellow daisy type flower with lacy leaves, resembling a coreopsis 
and growing m bunches atop tuberous looking stems called the Sea Dahlia. 


There are many small yellow flowers which I have not identified as yet 
but I know I shall find them in my book somewhere if I spend enough time 
looking That is the fascinating thing about this hobby of mine. This year, 
two different flowers have come to my attention but are not to be found 
even after hours of searching. They must have a name so they will be my 
challenge for this season. 


As I mentioned before, there are many flowers which I have not named or 
described but it is partly the fault of Mother Nature for supplying Lompoc 
Valley and surrounding territory so bounteously with good soil, ram and 
weather conditions. Here the flowers of the wilds flourish as vigorously and 
beautifully as the flowers grown and cared for by man.

vast conspiracy to deprive

No —more likely we have 
a situation m which the 
sponsoring 
com panies, 
which are after all run by 
business-wise men, realize 
more than anyone that there 
is often little difference 
between their products or 
services, and those of their 
competition. Therefore they 
are all after the same mass 
market, and in this pursuit, 
with most executives and 
c o m p a n ie s 
n a tu ra lly 
cautious, they simply do not 
wish to forfeit the market 
by offending viewers who 
could easily live without 
them. 
Art has nothing to do with 
rt. It IS probably the last 
thing anyone at a sponsoring 
company thinks of. The only 
company that can afford to 
gamble 
is 
one 
with 
a 
definitely individual product 
or service to sell. Or one 
with a rare sense of duty, 
possibly 
stemming 
from 
shrew d 
or 
intelligent 
corporate public relations 
that sees how to gam status 
from a.need to diversify or 
to spend extravagantly for 
tax purposes. 
So there we have the 
position of many major 
sponsors. And then, lo and 


behold, we find the three 
major commercial televi­ 
sion networks in virtually 
the identical position as 
their advertisers; that is, 
they, too, have little which 
is unique to sell —certainly 
nothing that a competing 
network 
couldn’t 
supply. 
And they, too, have little or 
no corporate humor, and 
little or no concern for art 
or 
creativity. 
Individual 
executives might, but they 
are 
subordinated 
to the 
policies of their companies. 
Thus, like the sponsors, 
we have networks which 
know 
they 
have 
little 
individual to sell and are 
unwilling to risk forfeiting 
the mass market to their 
com petitors, 
who 
are 
offering virtually the same 
thing. 
And 
thus 
the 
networks also feel most 
comfortable with the least 
offensive 
programming. 
Only 
a 
truly 
different 
broadcasting 
com pany 
could 
afford 
to 
feel 
otherwise. And we have 
seen how even the non­ 
com m ercial 
television 
n e t w o r k 
c r u m b l e s 
repeatedly in the face of 
outside pressures. 


Consider the predicament 
of art and creativity In such 
a situation. The innocent 
have little influence, and no 
c h a n c e , 
in 
video 
entertainment.

Thes e 
c o m m i s s i o n s 
channel federal grants and 
public works projects into 
depressed areas for the 
purpose of stimulating their 
economy.

to

presidential 
primaries in those areas. 
When 
he 
was 
in 
New 
Hampshire last week, Dorn 
said, he found the hotels 
full, the restaurants doing 
capacity business and the 
airlines booked solid. 


He said he even heard 
reports that the bars were 
overflowing, 
although 
he 
could not attest to that from 
first hand knowledge 
The boom, he surmised, 
had been generated by the 
New Hampshire primary. 


which brought a multitude 
of 
candidates, 
campaign 
workers, 
journalists 
and 
other big spenders into the 
state. If it uplifted New 
Hampshire, Dorn reasoned, 
primaries could be used to 
wipe out pockets of poverty 
anywhere in the nation. 
He is right, of course. The 
only flaw in the Dornian 
theory 
is 
its 
parochial 
confinement 
to 
domestic 
economic recovery. 
Let us not forget that 
Congress also is spending a 
lot 
of 
time 
this 
year 
rethinking the concept of 
foreign 
aid. 
There 
are 
strong objections to sending 
any 
m o r e 
c a s h 
to 
underdeveloped countries. 


But surely no one would 
object if we send them a few 
presidential candidates, of 
which 
we 
h av e 
an 
embarrassment of riches. 
Let us say that Bangladesh, 
for example, announces it is 
holding 
a 
presidential 
primary. Candidates would 
rush 
there 
with 
their 
entourages, bringing an end 
to hunger and privation. 


They wouldn't, it is true,

delegates 
in 
B angladesh. 
But 
that 
shouldn't stop them from 
entering the primary. 
Most of them didn’t win 
any 
delegates 
in 
New 
Hampshire either. 
.And the beauty of it is, in 
Bangladesh they wouldn’t
